By tihfel is meant falfe thought, and, perhaps, 
incredible fi£iion ; and whoever is acquainted with 
the writings of Ovid y knows that he abounds with 
falfe thoughts, that he is cqntinually playing upoli 
words, and that his fidlions are in the higfaeft de- 
gree incredible, yet his Metamoxphoses have 
ever been held in great eftimation by all judges of 
poetical merit. 

But if Ta^'s merit is to be decided by atithcv 

. rity, may not that of M. Fhltaire be oppofeJ with 

great propriety to the pedantry of M. Boikcm^ and 

the echo of Mr. Addifonf " There is (fays he, 

** in bis Eflay on Epic Poetry) no monunfient oi 

" antiquity in Italy that more d^Ajrves the.atten- 

" tion of a traveller than the Jerusalem of 

^^Tajfo. Time,\whigh fubverts the reputation 

" of common performai^ces^ as . it were by fap,

Such is the merit of TaJo*s Jerusalem in th< 
opinion of M. Voltairt : he has, indeed, pointer 
out, with great judgment, many defefls in parti 
cular parts of the work, which he fo much ad 
mires upon the whole ; but this gives his tefti 
mony in behalf of TaJJiy fo far as it goes, nei« 
force ; and if Taffi can be juftified in fome place 
where M. Voltaire has condemned him, it follows, 
that his general merit is ftill greater than M. Vol- 
taire has allowed. 

Having remarked fome fanciful excefles in the 
account of the expedition of Vbald and bis com- 
panion, to difcovcr and bring back Rinaldo^ whc 
was much wanted by the whole army, M, Voltair 
afts, *' what was the great exploit which was rc< 
" ferved for this hero, and which rendered hi 
prefence of fo much importance, that he wa 
tranfported from the Pic ofTeneriffe to Jerufa 
Urn ? why, he was'' (fays M. Voltaire) ** deflir 
ed by Providence to cut down fome old tre(

** hobgoblins." M. Voltaire^ by this ludicro' 
defer iption of Rinaldo's adventure in the Ej 
chanted Wood, infinuates, that the fervice .' 
performed was inadequate to the pomp wi 
which he was introduced, and unworthy of t

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miracles wliich CDjitribtated to his return: B'til^«. 

the enchantment of the foreft being once admk- 

ted, this exploit of Ririaldii avHI be found greatly 

to heighten his -chara(3er, and to remove an ob-*

-been infuperable^ and would coofequently have 

defeated the whole enterprlfe of the crufade: jr 

vwas impoffible to carry on the fiege without ma-^ 

chtn^ conftru^ed of timber $ no timber was to 

.be had but in this foreft^ anfd in this foreft the 

principal heroes of xh^Chrt/iian aripy had 'attempts 

. cd to cut timber in vain. 

To this it ma)r be added^ that M. F^Itairf has^ 

- not- dealt fairly by fuppofing that Rinaldo was re— 
called to the tamp for no other intent than to cut 
down the v«rood : the Critic ieems to have forgot* 

- ten the neteffiliy of thjs hero*8 prefence to the ge- 
' neral affairs of the Chrijiians : it was he who was^ 
^ dedihed to kill Sofyman, whofe death was, per- 

' %aps, of equal confequence to the Chrijiians^ as* 

* that XiiHeSfor to the Grecians ; the Danijh meffen- 

'' ger had been miraculoufly preferved, and fent to«^ 

deliver Sweno^s fword to -R/«tf/^y with a particular 

' injund^ion for him to revenge the death of that 

* prince on the Soldan : we fee furtherthe impor*- 

■ tance-pf Rinaldo in the laft battle, where he kills^ 
almoft all tl)r principal leaders of the enemy, and 

.i« 
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is tht great caufe of die entire defeat of the^i^^ 
plan army* . 

M. Foltaire^s general* cenlure of this laciden^ 
therefore, appears to he ill-foimded* ** But cer- 
«^ tain demons (fays he) having taken an infinite 
♦*^ variety of fhapes to terrify tbofe^ who came tp^ 
/* fell the XT^Sj^Taricrfd fmds hi$ Ckrimlaihut up^ 
**- in^a pine, and wpuqded by a ftroke, which he 
" had given to the trunk of the tree 5 and Armida 
•• iflues from the bark of a myrtle, vsrhile (he i$» 
•* many leagues diftant in the Egyptian army.'' 

Upon a review of this laft pafl^ge, the filrft fen- 
tence. will certainly be found to confute the cen- 
Aire implied in the ftcond : in the firft fentencer 
we are told, that ** the forms, which prevented 
•* the ChriJIian heroes from cutting down tho* 
** trees, were devils :'^ in the fecond it is inti- 
mated, that the voice of Clorindety and the form of 

' Armida were no illyfions, but in reality what ^hey 
feemed to be : for where i* the abfurdity that a^ 
demon fhould affume the voice of Clorinda^ or the 
figure of Arnuda in this foreft, though Clorinda 
herfelf was dead> and Armida in another place ? 
TaJ/iy therefore, is acquitted of the charge of 

. making Armida ^m two places at one time, evejx 
by the very jallage in which the charge is 
brought. 

To 
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To the authority of M. Foltlairt, wiio, at the 
fame time that he fuppofes Taffi to have more 
faults than he has, thmks his excellencies fuffi- 
cient to place him among the iirft Poets in the 
• world, may be added that of Mr. Dryden^ who, in 
his preface to the tranflation of Virgil^ has declar* 
ed the Jerusalem Delivered to be the next 
heroic Poem to the Iliad and ^neid. 

Mr. Dryden was too great a matter in poetical 
compofition, and had a knowledge too 6xtenfive, 
and a judgment too accurate, tb fuppofe the me« 
*rit of the Jerusalem to be fubvcrtcd by impro- 
babilities, which are more numerous and more 
grofs in the works of Homer and VirgiL It is very 
likely that Magic and Enchantment were as gene- 
rally and firmly believed, when Tajfo wrote his 
Jerusalem, as the vifible agency of the Pagan 
Deities at the writing of the Iliad, the Odys- 
sey, and ^NEiD : and it is certain, that the 
events, which TaJfo fuppofes to have been brought 
about by enchantment, were more congruous to 
fuch a caufe than many fi£kions of the Greek arid 
Roman Poet to the Pagan Theology ; at leaft that 
a Theologyy which could admit them, was more 
abfurd than the exiftence and operation of any 
powers of Magic and Enchantment. If we do not, 
therefore, rejed the poems of Homer and Virgil as 

net 
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-hot worth reading, bscaufe ihejr csmtaih extravt- 
igaht febles, we. baYc; no xigbt to make that a pre«> 
tcnce for. regoQing. the JiKtTSJkLEM of Taji ; ef- 
pedally if the Gothic machines were more adapts 
ed to the great ends of Epic poetry than the .Sys- 
tem of Antiquity, a^ an ingenious I Author has eni- 
deavoured to fliew:hi&. words*' are^ *-* The cur^ 
'*< rent popular tales: of Elves 'aiid Fairies were 
•* even fitter to take the' credulous mind, and 
:" charm it into a willing admiration bf the Jpe^ 
-•* cbusmiracksj which wayward fancy delights m, 
:*< than thbfe of the old traditionary rftbble of 
** Pfig^ Divinities. Ahd then, for the more fey. 
>< lemn fancies of witchcraft and incantation,' the 
** horrors pf the Gcthtt were above meafure ftrik- 
** ing and terrible. The mummeries of the Pa- 
'«< gan Priefts were childlfli, but the G*/AiV En- 
>• chanters fbook and alarmed all nature. We 
«« feel this difference Very fenfiWy in reading the 
*• antient and modern poets. You would not 
** corppare the Camdia of Horace with the Witches 
** of Macbeth : and what are VirgiPs myrtles drop- 
<* ping blood, to Taji's enchanted forcft ?*' Letters 
on Chivalry and Romance, p. 48, 49* 

As I think it is now evident that a reader may 
be pleafed with Taji^ and not difgrace his judg- 
ment, I may, without impropriety, oSck a iranila- 

tioo 
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lion o£ him tn^thoft wliacinnoft read Kim in bct^ 
mginal buigaage«. I may bo toM^ indeed^ duttt 
tiiere is ati EngSfitrpxsiiaiioti of him ah-eady, ani 
liierefore that an i^logy is neceffiuy for a nei^ 
oner To this I anfwer, that the only compleait 
tranflation is that of Fairfax^ which is in ftanzafr 
ihat gmnot be redd with pleafure by thegeneralit/ 
of thofe who have a tafte foe Engrijh poetry : df 
which no other proof is neceflary than that it ap^ 
j)ears icarce to have been read at all : it is not 
cmly unpleafing, but irjcfome, in fuch a de-^ 
gree, as to furmount curiofity; and tnore thai^ 
counterbalance iiU the beauty of exlpieffion^ and 
fentiment, which is to be found in that vpaork* t 
do not flatter myfelf that I have excelled Fairfax^ 
except in my meailire and veHlfication, and even 
of thefe the principal recommendation is, that they' 
^re mpre mod^rn> and better adapted to the ear -of 
all readers of Englijh. poetry^ except of the very 
few who have acquired a tafte for the phrafes and 
cadences of thofe times^ when our verfe, if not 
€ur language^ was in its rudiments^ 

That a tranflation of ST^^ into ijiodern Englifl> 
verfe has been generally thought neceflary, appeass 
by fevcral Effays that have been made towards it, 
particularly thofe of Mr. Brooke^ Mr, Hookey and 
Mr» Lfiyng: if either of thefe gentlemen bad com- 
.. 1 pleated 
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ptea^ their unclertaking, it wouM cSeStaMj havt^ 
precluded mine. Mi.Brooie% in psirticular, is at' 
once fa hannanious, and To fpirited^ that I thinia 
an entire tranfhition of Taji by htm would not 
only have rendered my tafk unneceflary, but have 
difcouraged thofe from the attempt^ whofe poeti- 
cal abilities are much fuperior to mine : and yet 
Ms* Brooke's performance is rather an animated 
psuraphrafe than a tranflation* My endeavour ha» 
been to render the fenle of my Author as nearly as 
pebble, which could never be done merely b/ 
trasflating hi& words ; how I have fucceeded the 
world muft determine': an Author is but an ilt. 
judge of his crwn performances ; and the opinioflT 
of friends is not always^ ta be trufted i for there i» 
a kind of benevolent partiality which inelkies us td 
tjiutk £svourably of the works of thofe whom w^ 
cfteei^. I am, however^ happy in the good ofn^ 
nion of iboie gentlemenl^hofe judgment, in thi^ 
eafe^ could trv only by fiich partiality ; and zi 
I am SQt leb aiiM>itious to? engage efteem as a Man>. 
than to merit prmfc i^ an Author, I lun not anxi^ 
oiifly folicitoiis to know wiiether they have beea. 
iniftaken or not. 

As many pafiages m ^the original of this work, 
are very clofrly imitated from the Qretk and ii#-< 
man Claflks, I ntay^ perhaps^ ins^lvertently, hava 

ijofcrted: a line or two from the Englijh verfions of 

thofe: 
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thofe Authors ; but as Mr. Pope^' in his tranfla- 
tion of Horner^ has taken Tev^ral verfes from Mr. 
Dryden'^ and Mr. Pitty in bis tranflation of the 
£n£id, feveral both from 'Mr. Dryden and Mr. 
Pep€]^ I flatter myfelf I (hall incur no cenfure on 
that account. 

: i have incorporated fome few verfes both of Mr* 
Brookes and Mr. Layn^^ verfion'of Tajfo with my. 
own i but, as I havp not artogated the merit of 
what I have borrowed to myfelf, 1 cannot juftly 
be accufed of plagiarifm. Thefe obligations I ac* 
knowledge, that I may do juftice to others, but 
there are fome wbich. I fiiall mention to gratify 
myfelf :^ Mr. Samuel Johnfon^ who&,judgment I am 
liappy in.bjsing autborifed- to make ufe of on this 
occafion, has ^iven me leave to publiih it, as his 
opinion, that a nipdem tranflatipn of the j£jaus a- 
I.EM D£Li v£iL£D is a work that may very juftly 
merit the attention of the EngUJh r^der;. and I 
owe many remarks to the friendfliip and oandor 
9f Dr. Hawkefworth^ from which my performance 
has received con Aderable advantages. 

Before! conclude this Prefece, it is neceflary 
the Englijh reader (hould be acquainted that this 
Italian poets, when they fpoafc of Infidels of any 
denomination, generally ufe the Word Pagano: 
the word Pagan., therefore, in the tranflation, is 

often 
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often ufed for Mahometan^ and Spenfir has ufed 
the word Paynim in the fame fehfe. 

As the Public is not at all concerned about the 
qualifications of an Author, any further than they 
appear in his works, it is to little purpofe that wii- 
ters have endeavoured to prevent their writings 
from being confidered as the ftandard of their abili- 
ties, by alledging the (hort time, or the difadvan- 
tageous circumftances, in which they were produ- 
ced. If their performances are too bad to obtain 
a favourable reception for themfelves, it is not 
likely that the world will regard them with more 
indulgence for being told why they are no better. 
If I did not hope, therefore, that the tranflation 
now offered, though begun and finifhed in the 
midft of employments of a very different kind, 
might fomething more than atone for its own de- 
feds, I would not have obtruded it on the Public. 
All I requeft of my readers is, to judge for them- 
felves, and if they find any entertainment, not to 
think the worfe of it, for being the performance 
of one, who has never before appeared a candidate 
for their fuffrages as an Author.

every man of honour. This Prince had made him his 
fecretary, and taken hiin with him to Naples, where he 
fettled and married Portia eli Rojffi, daughter of Lmretia 
^t Gamioforti, of one of the moft ilbArious fionilies in 
that city. 

Portia was fix months^u: with child, when (he was 
invited by her filler Hifpolyta to Sorrento^ tp pay h^r 
a vifit*. ^ i?^r»Ar^0 accompanied her thitl^er : aiid ij).t}us 
place Portia was delivered of a fon, on the eleventh day 
K^ March 1544 at noon. The infant was baptized a 
jTew days ffterinr the Metropqlitan ^hurchT of ^^>Viyf9 
by the name ofTorfuatp.,^ Bernardo and Poriia letumed 
jfoon after to ^tf/i^^ .wH|h lUiIeT^^, whc^iM tji,. liifie 
Bomei^s, rwitt ;aftei^acds dji/p^ted by fniveml,. iitjiss that 
claimed tbpbonanir.'of it: bat.it feei^s uj^dcniab^ piioi^.

1 Hiflorians relate incredible things of liis 'e^l/'aiid 

promifing genius : they tell us^ that; at fix months old, 

he not oply fpoke and pronounced his wpr^% clearly and 

di(lin/£lly> but ^2^ he thought^ reafoned, ctxprefled his 

.wants, and anfwered quedions; that thm was nothing 

childiih in his words, but the tone of ius voice ; that he 

Teldom laughed or cried; and that, even then, he gave 

certain tokens bf that equality of temper which fupport- 

ed hnn fo well in 'his future misfortunes. 

.' Towards the end .of his third year, Bertmnk his 

•fatbcr was obliged to follow the Prmce x:i Sakmo into 

Germanj, 
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Qtrmawft which joarney proved the foaroe of all the fuf- 
feriags of Ta£b and his family, ^e occaiion was this. 
Don Pedro of folido^ Viceroy of Naples for the Em- 
peror CBurles V. had formed a 'defign to eflabltlh the 
In^uifition in that- city. Th6 Neapolitans t alarmed at 
this, reibked to (end a deputation to the Emperor, and, 
for that, purpofe, made choice of the Prince of Salerno, 
who feemed moft able, by his iuthoHry and riches, to 
make head againft the Vice-roy. The Prince under- 
took the alTair ; and BernarJo. TaJJo accompanied him 

into Germany.

Before his departure Bernardo committed the care of 
his fon to Angeluxzop a man of learning ; for it was his 
opinion, that a boy could not be pat too ibon under the 
taition of men. At three years of age, they tell us, 
litde ^ajfo began to ftudy grammar ; and, at four, was 
fent to the College of the Jefuits^ where he made fo 
rapid a progrefs, that at feven he was pretty well acf 
quainted with the Latin and Greek tongues : at the fame 
age he made public orations, and compofed ibme pieces 
of poetry, of which the ftyle is faid to have retained nor 
thing of puerility. The following lines he addrefled to 
his mother when he left Naples to follow his father's 
fortune *•

The (accefs the Prince otSakrno met with in his em* 
haffy greatly increaled his credit amongfl the Ntapelitans^ 
bat entirely ruined him widi the Vicevoy, who left no- 
ting nnturned to make die Emperor jealous of the 
great deference the people Jhewed Ferrmutt from whick 
jie inferred the moft ilangerons conicquences. He /• 
inuch exafperated the Emperor againft the PWnce of So* 
'hrnQ^ that Firranti^ finding there was no longer any 
lecurity for him at NapUs» and having in vain applied 
to gain an audience of the Emperor, retired to Rome, 
and renounced his allegiance to Cbarlis V« 

Bernar^lo Tajfo would not abandon his patron in Us 
ill fortune ; neither would he leave his (on in a country 
*where he himfelf was £)on to be declared an enemy i and

ferdeeing he ihoiild never b^ ible to rdtosn thither, he' 
teok young Tor^uato with him to Rome, 

As foon as the departure of the Priace o£Sa/ern0 was 
known, he, and all his adhereoti» were declared rebelt 
to the fbte ; and, what may feem very extraordinary^ 
Torquaio ^ajfo^ though but nine years of age, was in- 
eluded by name in that fentence. Bgrnard§^ fdlowing 
the Prince of Salerno into Francef committed his fon to 
the care of his friend and relation Mauritie Caiametf -M 
perfbn of great ability, who aifidaoully .cultivated the • 
early difpoiition of his pupil to Polite Literature. After 1 
the death of Safffi^erjgo, which happened in three or 
four years, Bernardo returned into haiy^ and engaged *. 
in the fervice of Guglielmo GonsMga Ltuke of Mannta^ . 
who had given him a prefiing invitation, . It. was not 
long before he received the melancholy iic;w8 of the de- / 
ceafe of his wife Portia: This event, determined him to 
fend for his fon, that tl^ey ought be a mutual fuyport to • 
each other in their a^l^on. He had left him TXRome^ . 
becaufe his residence in that city was highly agreeable. 
to his mother, but that.reafoA now ceaiing, he wa^re* 
folved to be no longer deprived of the fociety of the 
only child he had left ; for his wife, before her death, . 
had married his daughter to Martio Ser/ale a.gentlemaa 
of Sorrento, 

Bernardo was greatly forprized, on his fi>n\ arrival, 

to fee the vaft progrefs he had made in his ftudies. 

He was now twelve years of age, and had, according 

to the teftimony of the writers of his life, entirely com-

. H^prafecttted-iiSsfltidie^atPiii^^ with great diligence 
aid fiicc«(s; at the firnie time employing his leifure 
hours upon Philefephy. and Poetry, he fiion gave a pu- 
blic proof of his genfus, by his poem of f'RiifALDOy 
whioh he pubHffied in the eighteenth year of his age; 

V^\ father faw with regret the fucce/s of his foa't 
poem : he was apprrehenfive, and not Widiout reaibn, 
that thecharms of poetry woold detach him from thoft 
SDiore Md ftudies, which he judged were mod likely to 
raift him in the woHd : he knew very well, by bis own 
experience, that the greateft fkill in poetry will not ad- 
vance^a man*$ private fortune. He was not deceived in 
his conjedtore, Tirquat§^ infenfibly carried away by his 
^redomiaant paiiion, followed the examples of Tetrarch, 
Mvetacti Arioftt^ and others, who, contrary to the re-

Th^ i^foiudOA' r«2^ halt tritefi to devote htnfi^tll 
t^MoAiy was leiiovni all oviet .^ : the jftiiieiflal^'k 
Ions of th^'^ity and coHege Of M^ogna invited him dli^ 
thcr by Orleans oTPietro 'Dt^at9 Ceft, then Vice-Legate^ 
and afterwards Legate. But Tttffh had not long refided 
there- when he was preHed hj SdphiSenKaga, eleded 
Prince off' the Aciademy eftablilhed at Padua nn^et thd 
name oPBthrei, to retatn to that city. He coald not 
withftand this (blidtation, and Bc^Ugna being at that time 
the fcene of civil commotion, he wad the more willing 
to ieek elfewherc for the repofe he loved. He was re* 
ctived with extreme joy by all the Academy, and being 
intorporafed into that Sodety, took opon himfelf lint

It was. this happy mixture of his (Indies that made him 
an enemy to all kind of Ucentioufnefs. An oration was 
made one day in the Academy upon the nature of Love ; 
the orator treated his fnbjedl in a very mafierly manner^ 
but with too little regard to decency in the oj^nion&S 
^«^« who, being aiked what he thought of the di^ 
cpurfe, replied, " that it, was a pleafing poiibn." > 

, Here Tajb formed the defign of his celebrated Poem» 
Jerusalem Delivered ; he invented the fable, diP- 
pof<Qd the difierent parts, and determined to dedicate 
this work to the glory of the Houie of Efii, He was 
greiatfy efteemed by Jiflmjo 11. the hA Duke of F^r- 
rara, that ffcax pjitroQ of learning and learned meni 
and by his brother. Cardinal Luigi. There was a fort 
of conteft between thefe two brothers, in relation to 
the Poem : The Cardinal imagined that he had a right 
to be {he Mecanas of all Tajo^s works, as Kisaldo, 
his firft, piece, <had been dedicated to him : the Duke« 
on the other hand, thought that, as his- brother had al- 
ready received his (hare of honour, he ought not to 
be offended at feeing the name of Mphonfi at the 
head of the Jerusalem Delivered, ^ajpi for three 
or four years fuijpended his .determination : at length, 
being earneftly preiTed by both the brothers to take up 
his refidencc in Ferrara, he fuffered himfelf to be pre- 
vailed upon. The Duke gave him an apartment in his 

palace. 
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palace, where he lived in peace and afflaence, and pur- 
fned his deiign of campleating his Jerusalem *-, which' 
he now refolved to dedicate to Alpbonfi^ The Duke, 
who was defirous of fixing ^ajpk near him» had thoughts 
of marrying him advantageoafly, but he always evaded 
any propofal of that kind : Though he appeared pecu« 
liarly devoted to Alphonfoy yet he negte&ed not to pay 
his court to the Cardinal. 

The name of ^ajjo now became famous through all 
Europe: and the carefles he received from Ci&arArx IX. 
in a journey ,he made to France f with Cardinal Luigi,. 
who went thither in quality of Legate, (hew that his re- 
putation was not confined to his own country. 

We cannot perhaps give a more (biking inflance of 
the regard that Monarch had for him> than in the fol- 
lowing dory. A man of letters, and a poet of fome 
repute, had unfortunately been guilty of /bme enormous 
crime,- for which he was condemned to fufier death : 
Tajfof touched with compaifion, was refolved to petition 
the King for his pardon. He went to the P^ce, where 
he heard thati>rder8 had jafl been given to put the fen- 
tence immediately in execution. This did not difcou* ' 
rage T^Oy who, prcfenting himfelf before the King, 
faid : " I come to entreat your Majefty that you would 
** pat to death a wretch, who has brought Philoibphy 
to fhame, by (hewing that fhe can make no fland ' 
againd human depravity." The King* touched with 
tfiejuftnefs'of this tefiedkion, granted the criminal his-

rior to all others in happinefs : he aniwered, God. The 
King then defired to know bis opinion by what noen Te* ' 
iembie God in his happinefs, whether by ibvereigo. 
power, or by their capacity of doing good to others* 
A man more incerefled than T^tffo might have faidy that 
Kings (hew their greatoefs by difpenfii^ their benefac- 
tions ta others ; but he eluded the difcourfey and repli- 
ed, " that men could re&mble Goo OQly by their vir- 
" tue.'* 

Another time, in ^ converfation held before theKin^ 
by feveral learned men, it was difputed what coaditioa . 
in life was the moll unfortunate. " In my opinion (faid 
•• TaJoJ the mdl unfortunate condition is that of sat 
** impatient Old man dcprefTed with poverty; for/' 
a^ded he, ** the ftate of that perfon is doubtlefs very 

deplorable, who has neither the gifts of fortune to 

preferve him Trom want, nor the principles of philo«i 
** Ibphy to fupport himfelf under afflidion." 

The Cardinal*s legation being finifhed, Tajo retonie4 
to Firrara *y where he applied himfelf to fnifh .his 
Jerusalem^, and in the mean time publiihed his 
Amimta» apaftor;al Comedy f, which was received 
with univerfal appkufe ; This performance was looked 
upon as a maderpiece in its kindj and is the original of 
the Pastor Fido and Filli di Sqiro,

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There were at the Duke's coort three Leonoras^ equally 
witty and beautifuU though of di&reut quality. The 
firCt was Leonora of Efi^, Met to the Duke, who, hav- 
ing Tefufed the mod advantageous matches, lived un- 
married with Laureffa, Dutchefs of Urbino, her elder 
iifler, who was feparated from her huiband and reiided 
at her Brother's court. TaJ/o had a great attachment to 
this lady, who on her fide, honoured him with her 
elleem and proteflion. She was wife, generous, and 
not only well read in elegant Literature, but even 
verfed .in the more abilrufe fciences. All thefe 
perfections were undoubtedly obferved by ^affb^ who 
was one of the moft afliduous of her courtiers : and it 
appearing by his verfes that he was touched with the 
charms of a Leonora^ they tell us that we need not 
-feek any further for the fubjeft of his paffion* 

The'fecond Leonora that was given him for a MiHfefs 
was the Countefs o^ San Vitale, daughter of the Count 
of Sala^ who lived at that time at the Court of Ferraral 
and pafTed for one of the mod accomplifhed perfon& in 
Italy, Thofe who imagined that TaJ/o would not pre- 
fun:e to lift his eyes to his Mader's fifier, fuppofed that 
he loved this Lady* It is certain that he had frequent 
opportunities of difcourfing with her, and that fhe had 
frequently been the fubje£l of his verfes. 

The third Leonorh was a lady in the iervlce of the 
Princefs Leonora of Efi0. This perfon was thought by 
fome to be the mod proper objedt of the poet's gallan- 
try. Tajfoy Several times, employed his mufe in 4ier 
ftrvice : in one of bispicces he confeifes that coniider* 
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Ing the Princefi af loo high for Us Hope,, he lud fixed 
bis mSeSdon upon her, as of a condkioo more foitabk 
4^ his oitnu Btit if any thmg can be jufUy drawn from 
this perticolaiij it ieeni» rather to Arengthea the opiDion> 
thai his defires^ at leaft al one time, had afpired to a 
greater height* The verfes referred to above are aa 
Icdiow.

As foon as this news 
reached his (on, he immediately went to him, attended 
him with the mod filial regard, aiid Icarce ever ftirred 
from his bedfide during the whole time of his iUnefs : 
bttt all thcie cares were inefFeftual, Bernardo^ 'oppre^d 
with age, and overcome by the violence of >his diflem^ 
per, paid the unavoidable tribute to nature, to .the great 
aili^ion of Tarquato. The Duke tsUMantua^ who had 
a fincere efleem for Birnardo^ caufed him to be interred, 
with much pomp, in the church of St. Egidiui at Mom^ 
tua, with this fimple infaiption on his tomb. .

This death ieemed to forebode other misfoFtnnet to 7^ 
Jo ; for the remainder of his life proved almoft one con. 
tinaed feries of vexation aiid 'aifii£lion. About this time 
a fwarm of Critics began to attack his Jervsa:lbm, and 
the Academy of Cru/ca, in particular^ publifhed a Criti- 
cifm of his poem, in which they fcrupled nbt to prefer 
the rhapfodie? of i'jf/a and Beyardo to the Jerusalem 

D£LIV£R£l}. 

During ^affo^s relidence in the Duke's court he had 
contra£\ed. an intimacy with a gentleman of F err am f » 
and having entraded him with fome tranfaflions of a very 
delicate nature, this perfon was fa treacherous as to fpeak

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of thejto ^ain. Tajh reproached his friend with his in- 
difcrerion, who received his expoftulation in fikh a man** 
ner, that TaJ/i was U far exafperated as to ftrike him : 
A chaileoge immediately enfued : Tlie two opponents- 
met at Si*Leomard*i gate/but, while they were engaged, 
three brothers of Ta£f»i antagonift came in and bafely 
fell all at onCe apon Taffh^ w>o defended himfelf ib gaU 
laotly that he woonded two of them, and kept hb gronnd. 
^ainft the others, till fome people came in and feparated 
them. . This afiair made a great ndfe at Fgrraru : no- 
thing was talked of but the valour of Tafo } and it be- 
ame a fort of proverb, " That tafi with his pen and 
*' his fword was foperior to all men *" 

The Duke, being informed of the quarrel, expre/Ied 
great refentment againft the four brothers, baniihed theih' 
from his dominions, and confifcated their eftates ; at the 
iame time he caufed Tajo to be put under arreft, declar- 
mg he did it to Screen him from any future dfefigns of' 
his enemies. 7*^ was extremely mortified to fee him* 
felf thus confined ; he imputed his detention to a veryi 
difierent caufe from what was pretended, and feared an 
ill ttfe might be made of what had paiTed, to ruin him 
in the Duke's opinion. 

Though writers have left us very much in the dark 
with regard to the real motives that induced the Duke 
to keep ^aj/h in confinement, yet, every thing being 
weighed, it fcems highly probable that the qffiur of a delt'> 
caie nature^ faid to>have been divulged by his fnend* mu&

At 
length he feftlred to uke the 'ficft iipponiiiiity to fly 
&eiti hb fdfon, for &> he eteiied ct» wbkfay aftw about 
a yearns detoiMv he^^iefted, and retired ^ Sma^ 
where he endeavoused to j-emain ooacealed ; hex. not- 
^rithilaiidinl; all his precautioasy he was foon hnown and 
recommended to the Dake ptSivvo^^ who received hiaa 
ijxto his psdaee» and (hewed him every mark of efteon 
and aB^&ion. Bot "tqffith appreheniuMts fttll condbtted ^ 
he thought that the Duke of Santpy would not sefafe to 
give him up -to the Dake of F^rrara^ or £icri£ce the 
ff iendfiiip of dMit Prince to the (afety of a private per- 
fon : Full of thefe imaginations he fet oat lor JSmht % 
ak^ne and unprovided with neceilkries for inch a journey.. 
At his arrival there he went dire^y to his old frjend 
i/Umrkk Cateauo^ who received him in fiich a manner, as 
entirely to obliterate for {K>m^ time the reofiembrance of 
the fatigue and uneaiinefs be had undergone. He was not 
only welcomed hy C^amo^ but the whole dty of Rotm 
ieemed to rejokeac the prefence of fo extraordinary a 
jerfon : He was vifited by Princes, Cardinals, Prelates,

He enteied the city and 
went dire^y to hi» fiiler'^ houfe: ihe was a widow, and 
the two fonSf ike had by her huiband, being at that 
time ahfentf T^tji found her with only ibnaie of her fe-^ 
male attendants* He advanced towaxds hei^ without 
dikQvetiBg himielf, and pretending he caaae with new» 
from ber brothep, gave her a letter ndiich he had pre- 
pared for that purpofe. This letter informed her th«e 
her brother's lik was, i^ great danger, nod that he 
facy^ed her to make ule of all the iotereft her teademeis 
might inggeft to her, in order to procure letters of fc« 
commendation from fome powerful perfon to avert the 
threatened misfortune. For further particulars of the 
afiair^ Ihe was referred to the mefienger who brou^t 
her tius inteH^ence. The lady» terrified at the news» 
earneiily entreated him to grveher a detail of her Bro- 
ther's .xnisforlnne. The feigned mefienger dien gave 
her fo ifltef efting an account of -the pretended ftory, that». 
uaaUe to contain her afflidlion, (he fainted away. Taffi 

waa- 
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was feoiibly toached at this convincing proof of &» 
fifler^ affe£iion, aad re|)ented that he had gone fb far z 
he began to comfort' her, and, removing faerfeard by 
little and little, at laft difcovered himfelf to her. * Her 
joy at feeing a brother, . whom (he tenderly loved, was 
inexpreffible : after the firll falntations were over, flie 
was very defiroas to know the occaiion of his difgnifin^ 
himielf in that manner. Ta^ acquainted her with hii 
reafbns, and, at the fame time, giving her to under- 
ftand, that he woald wilfingly remain with her anfi^tiown 
to the world, Cornilia, who defired nothing fifrther 
than to acquiefce in his pleafure, fent for her childreil 
and fome of her neareft relations, whom (he thought 
might be entrufted with the fecret. ^hey agreed that 
T^ffb ihould pafs for a relation of theirs, who came from 
Bergamo to Naples upon his private buiinefs, and from 
thence had come to Sorrento to pay them a vifit. After 
this precaution, Tajo took up his refidence at his fifter'a 

houfe, where he lived for fome time in tranquillity, en-^ 
tertaining himfelf with his two nephews Jntonh and 
dUffandro BerfaU^ children of great hopes. He contt* 
Bucd not long in this repofe before he received repeated 
letters from the Princefe Leonora of Efle^ who was ac-' 
quainted with the place of his retreat, to return to Fer-^ 
i^ara : he reiblved to obey the fummons, and took leave 
of his fifter, telling her he was going to return a volun-* 
tary priibner. In his way he pafTed through Rome,* 
where (having been detained- fome time with a dahge^ 
rons fev.eri he repaired from thence t6 Firraroy in com*" 

pany 
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yany with GualingOy EmbaiTador from the Dake to the 
Pope. 

Conceromg the motive of ^aJJVs return to Ftrrara^ 
Authors do not altogether agree : fome declare that^ 
foon wearied of living in obfcurity, and growings impa- 
tient to retrieve the Duke's favour/ he had reiblved, of 
his own accord, to throw himfelf on that Prince's gene* 
rofity : this opinion {ttm% indeed drawn from ^affo*^ 
own words» in a letter written by him to the Duke of 
XJrbinoy in which he declares " that he had endeavoured 
** to make his peace with the Duke> and had for that 
'< purpofe written feverally to him, the Dotchefs of Fer" 
•* rata, the Dotchefs oWrhino^ and the Princcfs Leonora i 
" yet never received any anfwer bat from the laft, who 
'* atTured him it was not in her power to render him any 
" fervice.'* We ice here that ^affb acknowledges him* 
fcif the receipt of a letter from the Princess, and in re* 
gacd to what he fays to be the purport of it, it is high* 
ly reafbnable to fuppofe, that he ^vould be very cantious 
of divulging the real cpntents to the Duke cfUrbinoi 
when his affairs with that Lady were £o delicately cir« 
cumilanced. This apparent care to conceal the natartf' 
of his correfpondence with her feems to corroborate ther 
former fuppoiilions of his uncommon attachment to her t 
and when all circumdances are confidered, we believe ic 
will appear more than probable that he returned to Fer* 
fata at the particular injunftion q{ Leonora, 

The Duke received l^ajfo with great feeming fatif-' 
fadion, and gave him frefh marks of his efteem : but 
this was- not all that tajfo expcfed ;• his great dkfire wai"* 

to 
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to be mafter of his own works, and he was very eanielk^ 
that his writings might be reflored to him which were 
io the Duke's pc^effion, but this was what he could by 
BO means obtain : his enemiea had gained fuch an afceo- 
daacy over, the mind of Jl^n/o^ that they niade him 
believe* or pretend to believe, that the poet had loft all 
bis fire, and that in his- pmfimt fitmtion he was ioca* 
pable of .prodttcing any thing new, or of «H're£ling his 
poems : He therefore exhorted him tp think only df 
leading a quiet and eafy life for the future : but Tafi 
was ieniibly vexed at this proceeding, and believed the 
Duke wanted him entirely tP relinquifli his fiudies, and 
pafs the remainder of his days in idlenefs and obicurity* 
** He would endeavour" (fays he in his letter to the 
Puke of Urbino) ** to make me a ihameful dtkjttt o€ 
** Famajfus for the gardens of EfUurus^ for fcenes di' 
** pleafure unknown to FirgU^ CatuiAts, B9r4ue^ and 
•* even Lucntius himfelf,** 

ffijfo reiterated his entreaties to have his writings rc- 
fiored to him, but the Duke continued inflexlfale> and, 
to compleat our poet's vexatiouj all accefs to thePrin* 
cefles was denied him ; fatigued at length with ufekis 
remonilrances, he once more quitted Firrara^ and fie4 
(as he exprefies it himielf ) like another Bias^ leaving 
liehiod him even his books and manufcripts. 

He then went to MoMiua, where he found P«ke Gk* 
gUehao in a decrepid age, and little difpofed to proteft 
him agaioft ibe Duke of Ferrara : The Prince Fitutntii 
GoMzaga received him indeed with great careiTeSj but 
was too young to take him iinder his protefiion. From 

thence 
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thence he went to Fadua and Venk*^ but oarrying with 
him in every port his fears of the Duke o( Ftrrara^ he 
tit iaft had recourfe to the Duke of Urbin9 *, who 
ihewed him great ksndnefs, hat perhaps was very littl* 
inclined to embroil himfelf with his brotheNin-Iaw, oft 
fuch an account : he advifed fajf^ rather to return to Ftr^ 
rara^ which xouniel he took, xeiblving 4)ace mor^ to try* 
his fortune with the Duke. 

J^bcnfi^ it may be, exa(perated at T^^'s flight, 
and pretending to believe that application to ftvdy had 
entirely difordered his underftandlng, and that a drift 
regimen was neceflary to redbre him to his former date, 
caufed him to be ftri^y contined in the Hoipital of St» 
JinMi. Taffo tried every method to fbftea ihe Ddce and 
obtain his liberty ; but the Duke coldly ailfwered thoJe 
who applied to him» *< that snfbad of concerning them* 
** felves with tbe c<»nplaiht8 of a perfbn in hb condition, 
<* who was very lode capable of judging for his owa 
" good, they ought rather to exhort him patientty 
** to fttbmit lo fuch remedies, as were judged proper 
** for his ciicumflances.'' 

This confinement threw tajib into the deepeft defpair i 
be abandoned himfelf to his misfortunes, and the me-' 
ihods that were made nfe of fbr the cure df hi? pretend- 
ed madnefs had nearly thrown hfm into ftn abfolute de« 
Giinnie His imagmation was (b dillurl}ed that he be- 
lieved the caufe of his diflemper was not natural ; he 
Wtimes fancied hio^felf haunted by a fpirit that ooa-]

linualljr 
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tmually difordered his books and papers ; and tfiefe 
Grange notions were perhaps flrengthened by th« trickr 
that were played him by his keeper. 

This fecond confinement of ^ajfo was much longer 
than the firft. He applied in vain to the Pope, the Em- 
j-eror, and all the powera of Italy, to obtain his liberty : 
'tilly- at- lad, after (even years imprifonmenty he gained 
what he (o ardently wifhed for, m the following manner. 

Ca/ar of Efie having brought his new fpoufe, Vi'-ginia 
ofMedieist to Ferrara, all the relations of that illullrioutf 
houfe a^embled together on the occafion, and nothings 
was ieen in the whole city but fedivals and rejoicing^.. 
Vincent h Gonzaga, Prince of Mantua,, particularly dif-* 
tinguifhed himCelf among the great perfonages then at 
the Duke's court. This nobleman interceded Co earned^ 
ly with Alpbonfo for TaJfo^% liberty, that he at laft obtain* 
ed it *9 and carried him with him to Mantua, where he 
lived with him, fometime after the death of Duke Gug^s^ 
ihlmOf highly favoured. 

It is (kid that the young Prince, who was naturally 
gay, being defirous to authorife his pleafures by the ex-* 
ample of a philoCbpher, intrqduced one day into7'^*t 
company three fillers to fing and play upon inftrumentsi. 
thefe ladies were all very handfome^ but not of the moftr 
rigid virtue. After fome ihort difcourfe, he told ^affb,^ 
that he ihould take two of them away axkl would leave 
one behind, and bade him take his choice. . Taffo 
anfwercd: " that it coft Paris very dear to give the^ 
<' preference to one of the Goddefles, and therefore, 

** witlk 
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*' with his.pcFmiiHon, he de&gped to retain the three." 
The Prince took him at his word and departed; when 
Tajfo, after a little converfation^ diiaii£ed them all 
bandiomely with pre(eiits. 

At laft weary of living in a continual ilate of depen- 
dence, he refolved to retire to Nafies and endeavour to 
recover his mother^s jointure which had been feized upon 
by her relations when he went into exile with his father 
Btrnard9* This appeared the only means to place him 
in the conditioa of life he io much defired. He applied 
to his friends^ and, having procured favourable letters 
to the Vice-roy> he took leave of the Duke of Mantua 
and^TPpaired ftp Bergamo *> where he flayed fome dixiey 
and from thence went to Naples f . 

WhUe Tojfo continued. at Naples, dividing his time^ 
betweeiv his iladies and the profecution of his !aw-fuit,» 
the young Count of PdleTia, by whom he was highly. 
eHeemed, perfuaded him to take up his reildence with 
him for iamt time : but in this alFair he had not con- 
fulted the Prince of Conca his father, who, though he 
had a value for ^affo^ yet could not approve of his fon's 
receiving into his houfe the only perfon that remained 
of a family once devoted to the Prince of Salerno, A 
contention being likely to enfue, on this account, be- 
twixt the father and fon, Tajfoy with his ufual good- 
neis of difpofltion, to remove all occaiion of difpute, 
withdrew from Naples ^ and retired to Bi/accio J, with 
his friend Manfo, in whofe company he lived fome time 
with great tranquillity.

In 
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bt this' place Maft/i had an opportunity to examine 
the fingalar efieds of T^JS^s melancholy ; and often 
^fpdied with him concerning a familiar Spint,' whkh 
he pretended (o.converfe with* JUan/o endeavoured in 
vain to perfuade his friend that the whole was the illa- 
iion of a dtfturbed imagination : but the latter was fire. 
-xinous in' maintaining the reality of what he afierted ; 
and, to convince Manfo^ defired him to be pre(ent at 
one of thofe myHerious conver&tioBSw ManfolxdA the 
complaiiance to meet him next diiy, and while they 
were engaged in difbourfe, on a fudden heobferved that 
Tajfo kept his eyes fixed upon a window, and retnalned 
in a manner immoveable ; he called htni by his^ dittne 
leveral times, but received xm aniwer : at laft Tajfi cried 
out, '^ There is the fikndly (pirit who is oome to con* 
^' verfe with nie : look, and^ you w91 be convinced of 
*' the truth of all that I have faid/* IHanfi heard him 
with furprize, he looked, but faw nothing except the 
fun-beams darting through the window : he caft his eyet 
all over the room, but could perceive nothing, and was 
juft going to aik where the pretended (jpirit was, when 
he heard ^affo fpeak with great earneflnefs, fometimei* 
putting queflions to the fpirit, and fomecimes giving 
anfwers, delivering the whole in fach a pleafing man- 
ner, and with fuch elevated expreiTions, that he lillened' 
with admiration, and had not the leaft inclination to in- 
terrapt him. At laft this uncommon converfation end- 
ued with the departure of the fpirit, a& appeared by Tajpi 
nv'ords, who turning towards Manfo^ afked him if his 
doubts were removed. Mit^fo was^more amaked than 

ever. 
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tver, lie icaietfcoefr what to think of hbfrkad'«fitaa- 
tion, and- waved any farther 4n>avQrfiuioa on the fubjed* 
At the approach of wiater they returned to Nmfla^. 
whea the Prince of PmUna again prdTed tafi to rcfido 
witb hia ; btot fafi,. who judged it hi^Uy onadvifidile 
to comply with thh leqoeft, Jt[^i§9d, to letife to R9mf 
aod wait there the ifiie of his iaw-lbk. He lived in 
that city about a year in high efteem with Pope Sixtus V. . 
whon being iavtted to FUnxa hyfyrdiMmik Grand Duke 
of T^/imMjft* who had beat Cardinal at ^#ffiv» when TmJ^ 
Mt refidod' tkeroi. and wto now employed die Pope's' 
intereil to pfOounB a vafit from him : be ooold sot wich« 
ftaad ittch iblidtatioBfly bat went to FUn9t$^ where he 
met with a raoft graeious reckon *• Vet not all the 
carefles he received: at the Duke^s cottiti nor all the pnv 
mifes of that Prince, eodd overcome his love §m his 
native coantry» or If flea the udent defiie he had to lead ' 
a retired and independent lift. He therefore took his 
leave of the Grand Duke, who would have loaded him 
witb pfdent^t but faffa^ as n^l, oouJd be prevailed 
Qpon to accept of no more than was neceffiiry for his 
prelbnt occafioos* He returned to Hn^les by the way of 
Mame -fv and the old Prince of Cwok dytng^ about this 
tine, the yoimg Count of PaUna prevailed upon Taffi^ 
by the medkaion oiManfi^ to accept of an apartment in 
his palace. Here he applied himlelf to a corre£lion of 
his Jerusalem, or rather to compofe a new work en- 
titled jFavsftxBM CoNq;VEReD^ which he had begun*

during 
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daring his firft refidence at Naples. The Prince ofConca, 
being jealous left any one (honld deprive him of the poet 
And poem, canfed him to be fo narrowly watched that 
Taffo '.obfenred ft, and, being diipleafed at fuch a pro- 
ceeding, left die Princess palace and retired to his friend 
Ifianfo^y where he lived mafter of himfelf and his anions; 
y:et he ftill conunued apoa good terms with the Prince 
of Conca* 

In a ihort time after he pdbCihed his Jerusalem 
CoN<^£RSD, which Poem, as a French writer (^' 
ferves *, <' is a fufficient proof of the injuftice of; the 
'* critidfins that had been paflcd upon his Jerusalem 
" DelivereiS fince the Jerusalem Conc^ered, 
^ in which he endeavoured to conform himfelf to the 
^< tafle of his critics, was not received with the fame 
*' approbation as the former poem, where he had en- 
^ tirely given himfelf up to the enthudafm of his ge- 
•* nius." He had likewife defigned a third corre6lion of 
the fame poem, which, as we are informed, was to 
h^ve been partly componnded of the Jerusalem De- 
I.IVERED and Conquered ; but this work was never, 
compleated. The above cited author remarks, '* that 
^ in all probability, this lad performance would not 
^' have equalled the iirft :*' ai)^ indeed our poet (eems 
to owe his fame to the Jerusalem Delivered, the 
iecond poem upon that fubjed being little known.

Yiver. Bat Taffi^** opinion being afited, he iaid, •* it 

'< would be much more prudent to let it remain where 

«< it was, for otherwife fiom the fragments of the fh- 

«< tue would be bred an infinite number of frogs on the 

«< banks of the ^j^r, that would never ceafe to croak 

•« dsy and night.** The Pope, to whom Cardinal JLk^ 

hMdm fclated .v^t had pafled» interrogated Tafi 

upon 
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upon the {vigtet. ** It it tine. Holy Father,*' (6sd he) 
^' fnch was my opinion ; and I fliall add moreorcTy 
that if your holinefi would filence Pa/fma, the only 
way is to pat fach peo{^e in employments as may 
** gire no occafion to any libels or difiiffeded difboarie.^ 
At laft» being again di%ofted with the life of a conr- 
tier, he obtained permiflion to retire to Nafks to prole* 
cate his law-fuit *• At his arrival there, he took up 
his lodging in the Convent of St. Si^erim with the fa* 
thers of St. BemiiS. 

ThiH was ^afi onoe more in a ftate of ttanqnillky 
and retirement, k^ highly agceeable to his difpofitioo^ 
mfhen Cardinal Cjutln^ again found means to recall him^ 
by prevailing on the Pope to give him the honour of 
being iblemnly crowned wich burei in the CapitoL 
Though Toffo himfelf was not in the leaft defirons of fuch 
pomp, yet he yielded to the perfuafion of others, par« 
ticularly of his dear friend Manfi^ to whom he protefted 
that he went merely at his eameft deiire, not with any 
expedation of the promifed triumph, which hie had a fe* 
oet prefage would never be. He was gready affected 
at parting from Mau/o, and took his leave of him as of 
one he ihonld never fee again. 

In his way he paiTed by Mount Cafftno to pay his de* 
vodon to the relicks of St. Benediat for whom he had 
a particular veneration. He ipent the feftival of Chrift* 
mas in that monaftery, and from thence repaired to 
Xssir, where he arrived in the beginning of the year

jtiipfelf >¥a& feized with his laft ficknefi^. 

Though he had only completed his fifty-firfl year, 
llif ftudtesaud. misfortunes had brought on a premature 
^ a£e. Be[ng perfqaded that bis end was 9ppr9aching|, 
\m re{ol|i^4 to fpepd the few days he had yet to live in 
|he monafter^ of St* Omphrmi He was carried thither 
411 Cardinal (^nthi9\ coacb^ and received with the ut* 
^ft teadernefs by. the prior and brethren o/ that ordcr^ 
His diftemper was noyv fo far increafed and his flrehgtk 
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£o eT^baaftedy tbat s^ kii^d of medicine proved ipeffe£lual« 
On the tenth ofJfril he was taken with a violent fever, 
occadon/ed perhaps by having eat fome milk, a kind of 
alimcBt he was particularly fond of. liis life now feem- 
^d in ioiminent danger, the moil fam9us Fhyficians in 
Jtowe tried all their axt, but in vain,, to relieve him : he 
grew worfe and worfe every day ; RtnaUini, the Pope*s 
Physician aivd Taji's intix&ate frjend» having informed 
him that his Lift hour was near at haJid, Tajo embraced 
him tenderly, and with a compofed countenance return-^ 
ed hijvi thanks for his tidings ; then looking up to Hea^ 
ven, he ** acknowledged the goodnefs of God, wh^ 
" w^ s^ l^ pleaied to bring him fafe. into port after io 
** l09g a fk»rm/' From that time tus mind ieemed en* 
tirely 4iieatang]ed from earthly affairs : he received thc^ 
iacrameot in the chapel of the monaflery, being condudl- 
(d thither by the brethren. When he was brought back 
to his clumber, he was aiked where he wiihed to be in- 
terred ; he anf\yered in the church of St. Onuphrius I 
and being defired to leave fome memorial of his will ii\ 
wtiting, and to didlate himfelf the Epitaph that Ihould 
be engraven on his tomb ; he fmiled and faid, '' chat 
** in regard to the $rfi, he had little worldly goods to 
'* leave, and as to the fecond, a plain fione would fuf- 
<< fice to cover him.'* He left Cardinal Cynthh his heir, 
and d^iired that his own pi^ure might be given to G/0- 
manm Baptifta Mdn/a^ which had been drawn by his di* 
reOion. At length having attained the fourteenth day 
of his illnefs, he received the extreme undlion. Cafdi* 
»al CfmU^ hearing tha; he was at the laft extremity 

• cami^ 
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came to vifit him, and brought him the Pope*s beneSle- 
tion, a grace never conferred in this manner bat om 
Cardinals and perlbns of the firft diftindion. Taffh ac- 
knowledged this honour with great devotion and humi* 
lit/, and faid^ *' that this was the crown he came to 
" receive at Rome.** The Cardinal having afked him, 
if he had any thing further to defire, he repKed, ** th« 
" only favour he had now to beg of him^ was, that h* 
** would collect together the copies of all his worki 
** (particularly his Jerusalem Delitehed^ which he 
'' edeemed moil iraperfed) and commit them to the 
flames ; this tafk, he confefled, might be fxind 
fomething difficulty as thofe pieces were difperiecl 
abroad in fb many different places, but yet he trofted 
it would not be found altogether impradicable.** 
He was fo earned in this reqneft diat the Cardinal, on* 
willing to difcompofe him by a refafal, gave him fnch 
9 doubtful anfwer as led him to believe that his defiro 
would be complied with. Tajfh then requeuing to b* 
Ith alone, the Cardinal took his farewel of him with 
tears in his eyes, leaving with him his Confeflbr and 
fome of the brethren of the monaftery» In this condi* 
tion he continued all night, and till the middle of next 
day the 2;th o^ ApriU being the feflival of ^uMerk^ 
when finding himfelf fainting, he embraced his Cracifix, 
uttering thefe words : In manus tuas^ Domtne •— but ex- 
pired before he coald finilh the fentence. 

Tajffh was tall and well ihaped, his complexion fair, 
but rather pale through licknefi and ftudy ; the hair of 
ills head was of a chefnut colour, but that of bis beard 

fomewhat 
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tomewbat lighter, thick and bufhy ; his-feiehead fqnare 
aad high, his head large, and the fore part of itt to^ 
wards Uie end of his life, altogether bald : his eyebrows 
were dark; his eyes full, piercing, and of a clear blue ; 
his npie large, his lips thin, his teeth well fet and white; 
his neck well proportioned, his breaft full, his ihoulders 
broad, and all his limbs more finewy than fleihy. His 
Toiee was ftrong, clear, and iblemn ; be fpoke with de« 
liberation, and generally reiierated his laft words : he 
ieldom laughed, and never to excefi. He was very ex- 
pert in the exerciies of the body* In his oratory he uied 
little a^on, and rather pleafed by the beauty and force 
of his expreffions, than by the graces of gefture and 
utterance* that compofe (6 great a part of elocuti6n« 
^och was the exterior of tafi : as to his mental qoali- 
ties, he appears to have had a great genius, and a fo\^ 
devated abore the common rank of mankind. It is iaid 
of huD, that there never was a fcholar ^lore homble, a 
wit more devont, or a man more amiable in fociety. 
Never fatisfied with his works, even when they render- 
ed his name ftmous throughout the world ; always fatis- 
fied with his condition, even when he wanted every 
thing ; entirely relying on Providence and hit friends i 
witl^iit malevolence towards his greateft enemies ; only 
wiihing for riches that he might be ferviceable to qthers, 
and making a fcruple to receive or keep any thing him* 
felf that was not abfolutely neceilary. So blamelefs and 
r^ttlar a life could not but be ended by a peaceable 
deatby which carried him off Jhm. i59$» in the fifty- 

fi^Qond year of his age. 

He 
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He was baried the fame evening without pompi ac- 
cording to his defire, in the charch of St. Onuphrius^ 
and his body Was covered with a plain itone. Cardinal 
Cynthio had parpofed to ered a magnificent monument 
• to his memory, but this defign was fo long prevented 
by ficknefs and other accideat», that, ten years after, 
*Mdnfo coming to Rome^ went to vifit his friend's remains, 
lind would have taken on himfelf the care of building 
^ tomb to him ; but this Cardinal Cynthio would by no 
means pi^rmit, having determined himfelf to pay that 
duty to i^ajjfo. Howevfcr l/Ianfo prevailed fo far as to 
have the following wotds engmven on the done.
